DIAMOND, HEART AND STAR CUSHIONS. 

mend, two pieces being cut out in card¬ 
board, covered with silk and seamed to¬ 
gether. 

The star cushion requires more werk 
than one would imagine at the first 
glance, though on a closer inspection 
yon will observe it consists of no less 
than 12 pieces of diamond shaped card, 
each covered separately with silk. Y. u 
will require two colors for this—two 
shades of pink are very pretty or two 
shades of blue. The diamonds must be 
cut an inch and a half long, and six 
pieces must be seamed together to form 
the front and the same number for the 
hack. A small piece of wadding in the 
center of the two must be added just to 
give a little fullness to the middle before 
they are finally sewed together. Whm it 
is designed to carry either of these 
cushions in the pocket, the ribbon loops 
and bows may be omitted. 

The most effective way of carrying 
out the pansy design lies in as near a 
copy of the pansy itself as possible. Two 
differently shaped pieces are required 
for it. Cut out diagram marked 1 in 
cardboard, and cover oh both sides with 
purple velvet, seaming your edges neat¬ 
ly and finishing it off well, this' piece 
being the back. Now you cover diagram 
2 with yellow silk. This is the top 
piece with the three petals, and with 
some purple filoselle you must shade the 
lowest of the three petals so thickly as 


Prying pans should always be scoured 
with salt directly after they have been 
used and wiped clean with a cloth.

AN OREGON HIGHWAY. 


After being subjected to the ordinary 
treatment, wash leather usually belies 
its name, and instead of retaining its 
softness and smoothness, dries literally 
as hard as a board. To preserve tho 
leather in its original scf toess* wash, if 
in the following manner: To every 
quart of hat (not warm) water add a 
teaspcpnfui of salad oil; wash the leath¬ 
er well through this, using plain prim¬ 
rose soap on the dirfypertions; if neces¬ 
sary, rinse in a second supply of hot 
water and oil; wring, shake out and 
place near, but not clcse to, a fire to 
dry. It is only when the leather is very 
dirty that-the second water is required.. 


Its Description Would Fit a Great Many 
In Various Parts of the Country. 

The Oregon Road club a few weeks 
ago took the necessary steps to secure 
reliable information concerning the con¬ 
dition of roads in various parts of the 
state, appointing a committee to take 
the work in hand; Those intrusted with 
that duty are hearing from county courts 
and county judges, but the following 
letter* in its humorous vein, is the most 
characteristic of the letters thus far re¬ 
ceived. It is written from Damascus, 
Clackamas county, and the Writer dis¬ 
plays more than ordinary knowledge on 
the subject. He says; 

I seo in The Oregonian of recent date 
a desire for information as to onr roads. 
The honorable county court of this coun¬ 
ty is at present very busy harmonizing 
the county expenses and the political 
situation, so perhaps a little expert tes¬ 
timony may be agreeable, though not 
coming from the honorable county court. 
In regard to the best mile of road it is 
somewhat of a puzzle to determine that 
fact, so I will take the road leading from 
this city, Damascus, to Portland, via 
Johnson creek, seven miles of which is 
in this county, and a fair sample of 
Clackamas county roads. Yon ask: 

“First.—What is the - width of the 
graded part?” 

Owing to the numerous piles of dirt, 
stamps, logs, etc., the grading has been 
materially hindered. I should say per- 


view of this fact, farmers cannot get to 
town with any degree of comfort, so 
they are just waiting for the roads to be¬ 
come passable. This of course puts a 
damper on trade in the small towns. 
‘There is some business to get when the 
weather settles,’ said an old furniture 
man, ‘but when we have seven kinds of 
weather in as many days we can’t ex¬ 
pect much. Just as soon as the roads get 
good and people begin to move around 
then there will he some trade, but until 
that time there is very little of an en¬ 
couraging nature to look forward to.’ ”

haps about eir.lt feet would he about an 
average width. In behalf of the honor¬ 
able county court, allow me to say that 
the above road has been laid ont and 
opened to travel for about 50 years, and 
we should not expect too much in so 
short a time. 

“Second.—What is the rise of the 
center of the graded portion? ■ 

“Third.—What is the depth of side 
ditches below the crown?” 

The answer to these two questions de¬ 
pends on the weather. In summer time 
the crown and ditches are on a level, 
but at the present, .time the crown is 
about 2feet below the ditches. 

I cannot answer the fourth, as the 
ditches axe all in the middle of the road. 

“Fifth.—Is it ballasted with rock or 
gravel?” 

We use water ballast altogether. 

“Sixth.—How thick is the rock or 
gravel?” 

About one gravel to each half mile, 
no rock. 

“Seventh.—How wide is the ballast¬ 
ed part?” 

Full width of the road and where the 
lay of the ground permits much wider. 

The people here axe somewhat divided 
as to the feasibility of fixing the road 
or hiring a dredge and converting our 
city into a seaport, through the agency 
of ship canals. However, we await your 
action before committing ourselves on 
either.—Portland Oregonian.

We are running this week one-fOurth to 
one-third time for local trade* ” 

“We find business generally dull in 
this section. Roads for ten days past 
have been very bad. ” 

“Roads had improved some, but rain 
and snow have stopped all grain from 
moving.” 

“The weather, having been very fine 
this week, brought ont a little more 
wheat, and several lots came out. ”

The Increased Value of Tributary Land 
Warrants the Outlay. 

It is probably well within bounds to 
estimate that to every mile of main- 
roads a thousand. acres of land are di¬ 
rectly tributary, says the New York 
Tribune. Two or tlirge thousand dol¬ 
lars would transform a mile of bad 
road—so unspeakably bad as for two 
or three months in every year to be un¬ 
worthy of the name qf road—into good 
road that would be good every day in 
the year. That would mean a tax, pro¬ 
vided the property owners paid the 
whole expense, of §2 or $3 an acra 

Is there any one who, after a study 
of present conditions such as wo have 
sketched in outline, doubts that the 
value of the 'land would he increased by 
several times the amount of that tax? 
Why, the simple wear- and tear upon 
vehicles and harness and horseflesh in 
one season of wallowing through mud 
will amount to pretty nearly as much 
as the cost of constructing an improved 
road. If to that we add the loss farmers 
and others now suffer from enforc'd 
abstention from carting, or from diffi¬ 
culty and delay in doing it at the very 
seasons of the year when most carting 
needs to be done, we have an argument 
in dollars and cents that ought to be 
convincing to every intellect in favor of 
improved roads.
